New Council With All Places Except One 
Filled by Indians Is Proposed —

LONDON, June 14 (AP) — The 
British Government, in a “new 
deal” for India, proposed today a 


new executive council which would 
be almost entirely Indian and, in 
the words of Viceroy Lord Wavell, 
“represent a definite advance on 
the road to self-government.” 

At the same time that the Sec- 
retary of State for India, L. S. 
Amery, unfolded the statement of 
policy to Parliament, Lord Wavell 
announced in a radio broadcast 
from New Delhi that orders had 
been given for the release of 
members of the working commit- 
tee of the Congress party still in 
detention. 

Mohandas K, Gandhi, spiritual 
leader of the party, was released 
May 6, 1944, after 21 months’ de- 
tention.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 14 
(AP)—The struggle of small na- 
tioris to protect themselves against 
big-power control of a world or- 
ganization finally boiled down to- 
day to one demand—the right to 


paper emphasized that its main 
position remained as it was—that 
the “working out of India’s consti- 
tutional system is a task which 
can only be carried through by 
the Indian people themselves.” 


“But they (the British Govern- 
ment) are willing to make possible 
some step forward during the 
interim period if the leaders of the

May Put Off Adjournment. 
These are the main, closely re- 
lated problems for the closing 
days of the conference. Prolonged 
discussion of them appears to be 
one of the chief reasons why the 
conference leadership has once 
more delayed the adjournment 
goal, this time from June 20 to 
June 23. 

To make this time schedule the 
Big Five agreed yesterday that 
the weekend ahead should be a 
“working weekend” with Sunday 
meetifigs as necessary, possibly 
including even a full-dress session 
of the conference. 

Yesterday's 30-to-2 committee 
approval of the veto voting for- 
mula put the conference a long 
step ahead. The action assures 
the Big Five of control] of the 
security councetl fh trying to set- 
tle disputes either by peaceful 
means or by force. The only re- 
striction is that when one of the 
powers is party to a dispute, it 
cannot prrticipate in a decision on 
that particular dispute.

TRIAL OF 16 POLES 
WITHIN FEW DAYS 
REDS ANNOUNCE 


Broadcast Follows Ru- 
mors Some of Group, 
Accused of ‘Terroristic 


Acts,’ Had Been Freed. 


LONDON, June 14 (AP)—The 
Moscow radio said today that the 


16 Polish political leaders accused 
of “terroristic acts” behind Red 
Army lines would be tried “within 
the next few days.” 

The broadcast named Gen. 
Bronislaw Okulicki as ring leader 
of the Polish group which it said 
would be charged specifically with 
“organizing terroristic acts and 
maintaining illegal wireless trans- 
mitterse in the rear of Soviet 
troops in Poland.” 

Earlier, Moscow had announced 
the arrival of Warsaw delegates 
to the Big Three conference over 
the future of Poland. The Polish 
Government-in-Exile in London ex- 
pressed indignation over the meet- 


government of national unity. 
The Moscow broadcast about 
the impending trial said: 
“Investigation by the chief of 
the military office has now been 
completed. In this case a total 
of 16 persons will be tried. The 
case has been put before the Mili- 
tary Collegium of the Supreme 
Court of the U. 8. S. R. for investi- 
gation. Hearing of the case will 
take place in the next few days.” 
The collegium under the Soviet 
system is a board headed by a 
commissar. 

There had been rumors, entirely 
unofficial and inspired mostly by 
unconfirmed Paris reports, that 
Harry Hopkins, President Tru- 
man’s emissary, succeeded in ob- 
taining the release of at least some 
of the 16 Poles.

2 GROUPS SUBMIT 
HUSPITAL PLANS 
FOR DISABLED WAR 
VETERANS IN AREA 


Mayor’s Committee Urges 
Two New Hospitals, 
Barracks Addition — 
War Dads for Using 


Civilian Facilities. 


Congress has been asked by two 
groups investigating needs for 
the adequate care of disabled war 
veterans to erect facilities in this 
area for the hospitalization of vet- 
erans under separate plans. 

A committee formed at the. sug- 
gestion of Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann, and headed by Dr. Harvey 
J. Howard, recommended a 400- 
bed addition to Veterans’ Hospital 
at Jefferson Barracks and the 
erection elsewhere in the St. Louis 
area of two 500-bed hospitals, one 
for treatment of tuberculosis and 


the other for neuro-psychiatric pa- 
tients. The recommendation in- 
cludes facilities for the accommo- 
dation of 100 women patients at 
each institution, plus a tumor 
clinic and a diagnostic center. 

The report asks for the immedi- 
ate allocation of funds from the 
$500,000,000 recently authorized by 
Congress for the construction of 
new hospitals and additions to 
existing hospitals under the Vet- 
erans’ Administration. 

War Dads’ Proposal. 

The second group, the American 
War Dads, condemns the segrega- 
tion of disabled war veterans and 
‘asks that facilities be provided in 
civilian hospitals, accredited by 
the American College of Surgeons, 
for the hospitalization of veterans. 
A resolution adopted by the War 
Dads asserts that segregation of 
veterans “stigmatizes them as in- 
stitutional inmates and retards 
their progress toward recovery.” 

“The more closely disabled vet- 
erans are associated with their 
relatives and friends in: their ci- 
villian communities, the better 
and the more quickly will they ad- 
just themselves to normal living,” 
the War Dads’ resolution stated. 
It recommended that the patients 
have the privilege of choosing 
both the hospital and the physi- 
cian for his particular treatment, 
and that Congress appoint a com- 
mittee of eminent physicians to 
study the problems of veterans’ 
hospitalization. 

The Mayor's committee also 
favors subsidies to properly ac- 
credited civilian hospitals for the 
care of the veteran, “who should 
be given a choice, under adminis- 
trative direction, regulation and 
necessary restriction, of the facil- 
ity through which he prefers to 
seek medical care.” The commit- 
tee estimated there will be ap- 
proximately 400,000 Missouri vet- 
erans eligible at the conclusion of 
the war for care under the Vet- 
erans’ Administration. 

Civilian Rights Urged. 

Both groups stressed the neces- 
sity of restoring full civilian rights 
to the veteran as soon as he as- 
sumes civilian status. The War 
Dads, calling for “the highest 
quality of professional — skill,” 
recommended that physicians and 
surgeons selected for the treat- 
ment of veterans be taken from 
those holding certificates from the 
American Board of Examiners in 
various specialties, with prefer- 
ence given to doctors who have 
served in the armed forces. 

Dr. Edwin F. Gildea, head of 
the department of neuropsychia- 
Barnes Hospital, told the 
Post-Dispatch that the veterans’ 
for the 
treatment of nervous-mental cas- 
ualties is so overcrowded that it 
frequently takes 90 days for a pa- 
tient to gain admittance. Pa- 
tients from St. Louis are often 
held for that period at Bliss Hos- 
pital for psychiatric patients, a 
city institution, Dr. Gildea said. 
Both the Bliss Hospital and the 
Danville institution are under- 
staffed, he stated. During various 
periods at Danville the staff has 
been so inadequ*te that one doctor 
took care of 700 patients, he as- 
serted. 

Veterans’ Hospital at Jefferson 
Barracks has a ward for handling 
emergency psychiatric patients,

Stimson laid to rest speculation 
that Gen. George Marshall might 
resign as chief of staff, and be 
succeeded by Gen, Dwight Eisen- 
hower.

question. Later the point was 
made that the question had been 
phrased with the word “retire” | 
and Stimson had replied using 
the word “resign.” He was asked 
whether this made any difference. 
“Gen. Marshall is not going to 
be severed from his present com- 
mand,” Stimson replied flatly. 


Patton Studies Maps. 


Gen. Patton, minus his pistols, 
but with five rows of ribbons | 
ablaze on his battle jacket, sat at 
Stimson’s left during his weekly | 
review of the Pacific battles, but | 
swung around in his chair to 
study intently the maps behind 
him on which the course of these 
campaigns were charted. Often 
he leaned forward for a closer | 
view when the pointer held by a} 
colonel led into an area where it! 
was difficult to pick out the pre-| 
cise locale of a battle. 

He seemed to welcome eagerly | 
the opportunity so presented when 
he was introduced to the reporters 
as “the outstanding tank com- 
mander of the war” and it did not 
take him long to reply, oblictely, 
to criticism heard during the fight- 
ing in Europe that our tanks were 
inferior to those of the Germans. 
“The score proves we were right,” 
he said. “Our light and medium 
tanks knocked out 2300 German 
tanks, among them 800 or 900 
Tiger and Panthers. We lost just 
about half of that number. Fur- 
thermore, we were attacking all 
the time, and 60 per cent of our 
losses were from dug in antitank 
positions, The German losses were 
almost all to our tanks.” 

These figures, he made clear in| 
answer to a question, were for hir’ 
own Third Army. “I sometimes 
have difficulty remembering that 
there were others,” he added with 
a chuckle. 

Pulls Reporters’ Legs. 

He revealed that he had planned 
“one of the greatest airborne Op- 
erations in history” to get across 
the Rhine, and said he was some- 
what disappointed when it de- 
veloped this tactic was not neces- 
sary. His airborne operation was 
to have been executed with 250 
light Cub artillery spotters, each 
of which, he figured could take 
one man across the river every 
10 minutes,

WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP)— 
Gen. George S. (Pistol Packin’) 
Patton didn’t wear his famous 
artillery when he visited Presi- 
dent Truman yesterday. 

Queried about a pistol he wore 
at a Boston reception, Patton said, 
“Oh, that’s just my social gun. 
I never wear my guns except in 
battle.” 

The Washington Post said that 
as Patton’s automobile entered 
the White House driveway he was 
wearing his familiar two pistols. 

A guard told Patton: “Those 
photographers up there at the 
door are laying for you, General. 
They want to get pictures of the 
Secret Service men disarming 
you.” 

The Post said Patton’s eyes 
twinkled as he unbuckled both 
holsters and answered: ‘Maybe 
I'll just leave these pistols on the 
floor of the car. I’ve been shot at 
more times with cameras than 
with guns. Let’s see if we can't 
fool the boys once.” 

As to the meeting with the 
President, Patton told reporters: 

"We were just a couple of old 
soldiers reminiscing. We talked 
about artillery—he (Truman) was 
an artilleryman in the last war— 
and about our soldiers, than whom 
there are no better.”

WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP)— 
The war has cost the United 
States 1554 merchant ships and 
6066 merchant seamen dead, miss- 
ing or captured, the Maritime 
Commission reported last night. 


Together, the United Nations 
and neutral countries expended 
4770 ships of 21,140,000 gross tons 
between the outbreak of war- 
fare in Europe on Sept. 1, 1939, 
and May &, 1945. 

The bulk of the American mer- 
chant tonnage destroyed 570 
ships of 5,431,456 tons by dead- 
weight measurement—was sent to 
the bottom by mines, submarines 
and air attack. 

984 in Accidents. 

The other 984 American flag 
vessels, mostly small ships total- 
ing 845,621 tons deadweight, were 


lost in accidents resulting from 
convoy operations, blackouts, re- 
cuced navigation aids and other 
Wartime hazards. 


Against these figures, however, 
Americans were told today that 
their shipbuilders sent more than 
seven tons of cargo shipping down

Deliveries totaled 5016 ships of 
4% 674,000 deadweight tons, built in 
the three years, 1942-43-44. 

In tonnage, the United States 
losses represent less than one 
third the deadweight production 
of American shipyards in the sin- 
gle fiscal year of 1944. 

“An overwhelming percentage 
of the merchant vessels were de- 
stroved by German or Italian sub- 
marines, air attacks and mines 
with 68 lost in Japanese areas,” 
said the specia) report by V. Adm. 
Emery S. Land, Maritime Com- 
mission chairman. 


“The most extensive destruction 
was in the North Atlantic, where 
wolfpacks of U-boats  prowled 
against convoys to the British 
Isles and north Russia _ until 
curbed by fast-expanding Allied 
naval and air power, including the 
use of escort carriers.” 


1942 Worst Year. 


In 1942 the German-Italian ef- 
fort to block the gathering of 
froops and munitions in England 
for the forthcoming invasion was 
at its height. 

“In the five months from March 
through July, 204 American mer- 
chant ships were sunk, an average 
of more than one a day,” Land 
disclosed. 


“In June 


of 1942, the highest 
point of losses of the war was 
reached, the enemy sending 49 
United States vessels to the bot- 
tom in 30 days.” 

The Germans began preying on 
American merchantmen long be- 
fore the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor. Starting with the sinking 
of the City of Rayville on Nov. 8, 
1940, after it struck a mine, seven 
American ships were sunk before 
this country went to war. Be- 
tween Dec. 7 and the end of De- 
cember in 1941, eight more had 
been sunk. 

The National 1942 toll was 318 
ships; 1943 losses were 129, and 
last year the enemy sank only 59. 

In the 1944 toll, however, land 
included the 27 over-age and dam- 
aged ships deliberately scuttled to 
form artificial harbors for the in- 
vasion of Normandy, making a 
total of 8&6. 

22 Lost This Year. 


From the start of this year until 
May 8, an additional 22 vessels 
were lost. 

“The North Atlantic proved the 
most desirable hunting ground 
for Axis submarines,” Land con- 
tinued. “Up to the end of last 
year, 219 American merchant 
ships were sunk (in the North At- 
lantic), 141 in the northwest area 
and 78 in the northeast Atlantic, 
in addition to the 27 sunk off Nor- 
mandy, Next, the Caribbean sea 
was the most thoroughly exploited 
grea for enemy submarine opera- 
tions with 122 vessels lost. 

In the Pacific, America has lost 
44 ships; in the south Atlantic 42; 
in the Mediterranean and Black 
Seas, 39: in the Gulf of Mexico, 
25; in the Red Sea and Indian 
Ocean, 27; in the approaches to 
the Mediterranean, 18; and in un- 
determined areas, seven. 

Not included in the 
State tabulation of losses 
American-owned vessels under 
Panamanian or other foreign 
flags; merchant type ships operat- 
ed by the Navy and listed as nav- 
al losses, or vessels scrapped 

The British empire losses Gere 
2570 ships of 11,380,000 gross tons; 
other Allies lost 1172 ships of 5,- 
030,000 gross tons; neutral coun- 
tries lost 490 vessels of 1,420,000 
tons. 

In a tabulation issued jointly by 
the United States Navy and the 
British Admiralty, United States 
losses were shown as 538 vessels 
of 3,310,000 gross tons from direct 
enemy action. The discrepancy 
between this figure and the 570 
American ships lost reported by 
the Maritime Commission was not 
explained, but apparently resulted 
from different methods of deter- 
mining whether casualties result- 
ed from direct or indirect - war 
causes.

3604 YANK TROOPS LOST 
AT SEA IN EUROPEAN WAR 


Four Out of Every 10, 
Perished in Rohna Sinking Off Africa in 
1943—41 Ships Sunk or Damaged. 


000 Embarked—1015 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP)— 
The Army disclosed last night that 
3604 American soldiers died in the 
sinking or damaging of troopships 
in 41 months of war against Ger- 
many and Italy. 

This was a loss of four men for 
every 10,000 embarked, which the 
Army said was a record nearly 
twice as good as that for World 
War I when the rate was 7.2. 

There were 4,453,061 troops em- 
barked from the United States, 
with 1094 lost on the outbound 
trips. However, almost every sol- 
dier made at least two trips to 
sea due to inter-theater and intra- 
theater moves. 

Maj. Gen. C. P. Gross, chief of 
transportation, attributed the com- 
paratively small loss of life to the 
“superlative work of the Allied 
navies,” the Allied air forces, the 
constant vigilance of convoy es- 
corts and to gun crews aboard 
transports. 


1015 Lost on One Ship. 


The greatest loss of American 
Army personnel occurred when 
the British troopship Rohna was 
attacked by air on Nov. 26, 1943. 
off Diidjelli, Algeria, and went 
down within 30 minutes. Bomb 
damage, heavy seas and darkness 
hampered rescue work, and 1015 
of the 1981 Americans aboard 
perished. 

The next heaviest loss was in 
the sinking of the British-con- 
trolled Belgian troopship Leopold- 
ville, torpedoed off CHerbourg last 
Dec. 24. Of 2237 American sol- 
diers, 764 were lost. The Germans 
said on Jan. 14 that two life- 
boats bearing the Leopoldville’s 
name had been washed ashore in 
the Channel islands and that one 
of the boats had yielded equip- 
ment “establishing” that troops of 
the American 262nd Infantry Regi- 
ment had been shipwrecked. 

The biggest loss of life on an 
American \ship came on April 20, 
1944, when the Liberty ship Paul 
Hamilton was hit by an aerial 
torpedo off Algiers, with 504 men 
and officers lost. 

Heroism of Chaplains. 

The’ American transport Dor- 
chester went down in the icy seas 
off Greenland on Feb. 3, 1943, 
with the loss of 404 American 
soldiers. On this occasion four 
Army chaplains calmed the men 
who were afraid to go over the 
side in the darkness and cold. 
The chaplains gave up their own 
life jackets, linked arms, prayed 
and went down with the ship. 

The War Department announce- 
ment showed that at least three 
American ships went down dur- 
ing the big Nazi air attack on 
shipping in the Italian harbor of 
Bari on the evening of Dec. 2, 
1943. It reported 25 Americans 
killed at Bari. | 

All the incidents did not in- 
volve enemy attack or mines. In 
at least one case collision was 
the cause,

Jap Ships Damaged Off 
Kuriles by U. S. Planes. 

AN ALEUTIAN BASE, June 12 
(Delayed) (AP)—One small Japa- 
nese cargo ship was left burning 
fiercely and at least one patrol 
boat was damaged by Army and 
Navy bombers from the western 
Aleutians in an attack on shipping 
off the Kuriles islands northeast 
of Japan yesterday. The crew of 
the cargo ship was abandoning it 
as the airmen turned away, 

Harpoon planes from Fleet Air 
Wing Four found the cargo ves- 
sel two miles off eastern Para- 
mushiro and expended 4000 rounds 
of .50 caliber ammunition in straf- 
ing their target in the face of 
fierce antiaircraft fire.

SCHOOL GROWING 


Neither Space Nor Teach- 
ers Available for Re- 
ducing 40-to-1 Ratio, 


Factor in Lag. 


By H. T. MEEK 
Of the Post-Dispatch Staff, 


With Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion Philip J. Hickey and the Ele- 
mentary School Principals Associ- 
ation in public agreement in favor 
of reducing the pupil-teacher ratio 
in the St. Louis public schools, two 
important facts—which Hickey 
and his principals all know very 
well—emphasize the difficulties in 
the way of any immediate im- 
provement. 

Figures available at Board of 
Education headquarters show: 

Existing schoo] facilities can- 
mot accommodate any signifi- 
cant increase in the number of 
classes, and— 

Competent teachers for addi- 
tional classes are not available. 


In other words, to reduce the 
pupil-teacher ratio from 40 to 1, 
as now prevails in white schools, 
to 35 to 1, as Hickey recommended 
to the School Board Tuesday night, 
would require a 12% per cent in- 
crease in the number of class- 
rooms; and, even if the rooms 
could be found, Assistant Super- 
intendent Henry A. Miller, in 
charge of personnel, almost cer- 
tainly could not find teachers for 
them. 

The present high pupil-teacher 
ratio was conceded to be a factor 
in the apparent educational lag in 
the schools shown by test results 
announced June 7—that is to say, 
quality of classroom teaching was 
a factor in the lag and the high 
pupil-teacher ratio a factor in the 
guality. 

Some Classes Exceed 50 to 1. 


As stated, the pupil-teacher ratio 
fin the 86 white elementary schools 
is 40 to 1; in the 22 elementary 
schools for Negroes the ratio is 
higher, averaging 45 to 1, with 
many classes well over 50. There 
are about 69,000 children in these 
108 elementary schools. 

In the 86 white schools there are 
1475 classrooms, exclusive of rooms 
for kindergartens and manual 
training shops. Of these 1475 
rooms, 1127 are in use for regular 
classroom work; 267 are in use for 
other school-related purposes such 
as wartime child care centers, li- 
braries, visual education, work- 
shops, supplies, music and the like. 

Only 81 rooms, or about 5 per 
cent of the total, are listed as not 
regularly in use for school pur- 
poses, but even these have some 
occasional and necessary uses. 

Conditions are even more con- 
gested in the 22 Negro elementary 
schools. Here there are 358 class- 
rooms exclusive of kindergartens 
and manual training shops, The 
reports list 360—yes, two more 
than the actual total—in use for 
regular classroom work. The two 
extra rooms have been improvised 
in shower bath space. 

“If we get any more Negro pu- 
pils,” Hickey told the board, “TI tell 
you frankly I simply don’t know 
where I am going to put them.” 

250 More Rooms Needed. 

Hickey estimates that the schools 
will need about 250 more class- 
rooms and an equal number of 
classroom teachers to make a 35- 
to-1 pupil-teacher ratio possible. 

It has sometimes been said, with 
what may have been more enthusi- 
asm than information, that “there 
are one million dollars worth of 
school rooms not being used for 
school purposes,” and it was to 
this kind of talk that Superintend- 
ent Hickey addressed part of his 
report to the board Tuesday night. 

Most of the vacant or partly used 
rooms, he said—and, as shown, 
there are not enough of them to 
affect the pupil-teacher ratio ap- 
preciably—are west of Vandeven- 
ter avenue, in districts where con- 
gestion is not so great. East of 
Vandeventer avenue, congestion is 
increasing and there is no more 
room. Attempts to shift some of 
the congestion to less-congested 
areas invariably run into trouble. 
Ewen wader the most favorable 
circumstances too many children 
would have to travel too far to get 
to and from school. 

As for teachers, Assistant Super- 
intendent Miller says, “We have 
hit bottom—or very near it.” 

In normal times the St. Luis 
schools have a waiting list of 200 
or 300. Today there is no waiting 
list. Normally there is an ample 


supply of substitute teachers on|. 


call for emergency service. Now 
there are only 150 to meet about 
50 calls a day. It has happened 
fairly often of late that, no sub- 
stitute being available, a principal 
had to take over a classroom or a 
teacher has had to do double duty 
with two classes. 
Double-Shift Suggestion. 

Meantime, in the face of appar- 
ent impossibilities, Hickey and his 
staff are considering ways and 
means of going ahead. James 
Armstrong Scott, a Negro adviser, 
has proposed that the Negro ele- 
mentary schools be put on a dou- 
ble-shift basis, morning and after- 
noon, for all grades, thereby dou- 
bling the schools’ pupil capacity 
and so reducing the size of classes. 
Hickey recognizes that this may 
be an answer, but he is reluctant 
to accept it because it would throw 
too many youngsters into the 
streets and aggravate the juvenile 
delinquency problem. 

Hickey thinks that In one way 
or another he may be able to cut 
the white pupil-teacher ratio a 
point or two next fall in the ab- 
sence of any quick and easy solu- 
tior. 

Obviously, the ultimate program 
runs into money. wo hundred 
and fifty more rooms means 10 or 
15 more school buildings or wings 
on existing building or both, de- 
pending on the circumstances in 
the particular district. The present 
elementary school plant = and 
equipment {tem carried on the 
board's books is about $24,000,000 
and the elementary instruction 
payroll about $4,200,000.

AS TAX ‘BAD DEBT 


Treasury Has Not Ap- 


-proved Deduction 
Claim of A, & P, Head, 
Doughton Tells House. 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP)— 
The House was advised today the 
Treasury has not allowed a $228,500 
“bad debt” tax deduction claimed 
by John Hartford, reported to 
have lost $196,000 on a_ $200,000 
loan to Eliott Roosevelt, now a 
brigadier general. 

Chairman Doughton (Dem.), 
North Carolina, of the House 
Ways and Means Committee told 
the House he had been so in- 
formed by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, 

Doughton’s statement was. fol- 
lowed by a demand by Representa- 
tive Woodruff (Rep.), Michigan, 
on the floor that the Ways and 
Means Committee make a thor- 
ough investigation of the matter. 
Representative Knutson (Rep.), 
Minnesota, proposed that Congress 
send Colin F. Stam, head of its 
staff of tax experts, to examine 
the 1942 tax return filed by Hart- 
ford, president of the Great At- 
lantic & Pacific Tea Co. It was 
in his 1942 return that Hartford’s 
attorney said the unpaid part of 
the Roosevelt loan was written off 
as a “bad debt.” 

Doughton said he became con- 
cerned at press reports that Hart- 
ford had obtained a tax deduction 
on a loan to the late President’s 
son, and sent a letter by special 
messenger to Treasury Secretary 
Morgenthau to learn the facts. Jo- 
seph J. O’Connell, Assistant Secre- 
tary, replied to his letter. 


Elliott Roosevelt Got $33,488 in 
Liquidation of Radio Firm.

Chancellor W. W. Harrington 
granted the petition and Harry 
Stehman of Pittsburgh, a _ stock- 
holder, and Daniel F. Wolcott, a 
Wilmington attorney, were named 
receivers Aug. 29, 1940. In their 
final report, Stehman and Wol- 
cott informed Harrington that 
$83,596 had been sent to 19 stock- 
holders, and that $5000 had been 
paid to the New York law firm 
of Breed, Abbott and Morgan. 
The turning of the assets into 
cash brought $94,448. Payment of 
the legal fee and incidental ex- 
penses left $83,596 for the stock- 
holders.

Action on Bill 


To Give City Sanitarium to State 


Board of Estimate and Apportionment Ap- 
proves Measure—Now Up to : 
Aldermen. 


The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment today approved a bill 
sponsored by city officials to give 
the $5,000,000 City Sanitarium to 
the State, thus paving the way 
for passage of the bill in the 
present session of the Board of 
Aldermen without the necessity of 
emergency measures, 

Albert Schweitzer, president of 
the Board of Aldermen, and Comp- 
troller Louis Nolte, who with 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann con- 
stitute the Board of Estimate, 
approved the bill in the absence 
of the Mayor, who had previous- 
ly gone on record as favoring 
it. The Aldermanic Public Wel- 
fare Committee is now in a posi- 
tion to report the measure out 
favorably and it can.be passed 
by the Aldermen in the regular 
order of business at their final 
meeting June 22. 

No public hearing has been held 
On the bill because the city, 
anxious to get the State to take 
over a function it contends be- 
longs to the State and which has 
been costing the city more than 
$1,000,000 a year, is afraid that 
outstate opposition might arise to 
the. plan of having the State as- 
sume the burden of taking care 
of the local indigent insane. 

Local Opposition. 

Some local opposition has 
arisen, however, to deeding the 
institution to the State without a 
substantial payment to the city. 
Mayor Kaufmann, Comptroller 
Nolte and Director of Public Wel- 
fare Henry S. Caulfield have re- 
ceived letters from the Municipal 
Legislation Committee and from 
James L. Ford Jr., chairman of 
the Citizen’s Smoke Elimination 
Committee, sttaing that the city 
should receive payment for the 
valuable property. 

Before it can pass, the bill also 
needs the approval of the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, 
but this is assured, because both 
the Mayor and Nolte, a majority 
of the Board, are for the measure. 
The Public Welfare committee of 
the Board of Aldermen has ap- 
proved the measure but has with- 
held a report on it pending action 
by the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment. 


Convinced that any attempt to 
get the State to purchase the in- 
stitution would kill any chance 
the city has of relieving itself of 
the burden of caring for the indi- 
gent insane, city officials at first 
sought to lease the property to 
the State, but found state officials 
unwilling to take over the prop- 
erty and make needed expensive 
improvements on it without the 
State having ownership, Caulfield 
said, 

Compromise Urged. 

“While it isn’t entirely right 
that the institution be given the 
State without payment,” he ex- 
plained, “it is less wrong than for 


the city to continue to carry the’ 


burden which should be_ the 
State’s. St. Louis is the osly city 
in the nation which has had to 
care for its own insane. It’s a 
State function everywhere else.

NEWS FREEDOM IN ARGENTINA 


BUENOS AIRES, June 14 (AP) 
—The Argentine government has 
advised United States Ambassa- 
dor Spruille Braden that North 
American press associations will

Gen. Nor- 
man T. Kirk, surgeon general of 
the United States Army, address- 
ing 135 graduates of the S8t.

In caring for approximately 
500,000 patients in Army hospitals 
here and abroad, and in the gen- 
eral supervision of 7,000,000 men 
and women in service, the Army 
Medical Department has made a 
proud record medically and sur- 
gically, Kirk stated. 

Only 12,000 Deaths From Disease. 

Only 12,000 deaths have been 
caused by disease during this war, 
as compared to 62,670 in the last 


Jwar, and 336,216 during the Civil 


War. Developments in toxoids, 
vaccines, repellents, water puri- 
fication processes and the use of 
sulfa drugs and penicillin have 
brought extremely satisfying re- 
sults in the prevention or treat- 
ment of tetanus, yellow fever, 
epidemic typhus, malaria, dysen- 
tery, pneumonia, and venereal di- 
seases, 

Immediate surgical care, where- 
in surgical teams operate two and 
four miles behind, forward lines, 
has helped reduce the death rate 
of battle, so that 97 out of every 
100 wounded men who reach a 
hospital are saved, Modern war- 
fare, however, has caused the 
number of amputation cases to 
rise to 11,000 so far, compared to 
4403 during the last war. 

Dental services have furnished 
more than 1,250,000 dentures since

Cees approximately 31,142,000 fillings

technicians have made 
large contributions to the develop- 
ment of artificial acrylic eyes, as 
well as plaster ears, noses, and 
chins for the reconstruction of 
war-scarred faces.

Rubber and Oil. 

Some of Borneo’s finest rubber 
plantations fell to the Aussies in 
the Brunei airfield vicinity. 

South from Brunei other rubber 
plantations extend for 30 miles to 
Tutong, gateway to the Seria oil 
fields which the Japanese have 
set afire. 

Torpedo boats patrolling the 
west Borneo coast saw fires vis- 
ible for 40 miles and great smoke 
plumes rising from the Seria, Lu- 
tong and Miri wells, tanks and 
refineries. The enemy appeared 
bent on devastating fields with a 
prewar production of 10,000,000 
barrels a year. 

The Borneo campaign is not on 
the grand scale of that in the 
Philippines but some of the fight- 
ing is just as bitter. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s com- 
munique today said the Aussies 
were “eliminating an enemy force 
west of the Labuan airfield.” The 
enemy, after giving up Labuan 
field, two miles inland, retired to 
ridge positions behind swamps 
from which they could fire on the 
field. 

The Aussies had to wade a Ca- 
nal in water to armpit depth 
while tanks blasted pillbox em- 
placements. They had to thrust 
through thick jungle growth 
where visibility was little more 
than the length of a tank. Re- 
peatedly efigineers freed them. 

Brig. S. C. Porter, commander 
of the Labuan island force, said 
the terrain was the worst his 
troops had encountered since the 
fighting near Buna early in the 
New Guinea campaign. 

Troops advancing on Timbalai 
airfield had to wade hip deep in 
swamps, In the first two days of 
the Labuan fighting, 124 dead 
Japanese were counted—consider- 
ably more than the total of Aus- 
sies killed and wounded on all 
fronts,

“The raid on the experimental 
plant at Peenemuende on the 
Baltic by British planes set the 
scientists back just about six 
months in their - experiments,” 
Bromley said. “They admitted 
that it caused great damage _ to 
installations and killed 800 of their 
best authorities.” 


The German scientists, most of 
them from 25 to 35 years old, were 
reluctant to talk at first, but later 
produced blueprints for the pro- 
posed V-bomb intended to travel 
3000 miles. Although it obviously 
was designed as a threat to Ameri- 
can cities, it never got beyond the 
blueprint stage. 


Bromley said the Germans felt 
that in two years they could de- 
velop rockets capable of traveling 
15,000 miles. 


The Nordhausen plant, reputedly 
the largest underground factory 
in the world, had two large tun- 
nels separated by a network of 
smaller tunnels through which a 
25-mile long railroad ran to form 
an assembly line capable of turn- 
ing out 900 V-2. bombs monthly, in 
addition to other V-weapons and 
airplane motors. Sabotage by the 
12,000 slave laborers and lack of 
materials kept the output well be- 
low that figure, however, the an- 
nouncement said.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

_ There is a picture in my mind of Brit- 
ish Tommies rushing their death at 
Ei .Alamein. There is ‘the great tragic 
sequence of the stalwart Russian people 
hurling themselves at the Nazi tank 
forces on the outskirts of Moscow, and 
there ig an unforgettable knowledge of 
the.men at Cassino, Gafsa, Bastogne and 
Bataan, who fought on not knowing that 
it-was their last and best fight—as in- 
deed it was for so many of them. 

Then a letter comes to me in the West- 
ern Pacific, saying that my university 
is firing a number of professors because 
of their beliefs. 

I try to think, Is there any relation- 
ship between El Alamein, the battles for 
Moscow, Bastogne and Bataan—between, 
in fact, my dodging flak over a target, 
and defending another's right to have 
Opinions other than my own? 

I feel there is, because otherwise there 
is no point to this war or any war fought 
for Mberty and freedom. Great masses 
of men all over the world have died in 
the defense of their country and their 
country’s freedom. A few narrow and 
hypocritical men would by their actions 
in a seeming minuscule situation in com- 
parison to the political and social pris- 
oners at Dachau who died at the hands 
of narrow and hypocritical men, deny 
the very meaning of all we have been 
trough, for which so many Missourians 
Rave died. 

In every battle, sucéess can only come 

if every squad leader and every man in 
the squad knows his job and does it. It 
is the old story of “For want of a shoe, 
the horse was lost.” And that igs true of 
the continuing fight for freedom. 
. The controversy at the University of 
Missouri is such a battle. Sacco and Van-

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Another Filibuster? 


Hard on the heels of the smashing victory of 
the anti-poll tax bill in the lower House comes 
the usual prediction that it will be filibustered 
to death in the Senate. The ineffable Bilbo of 
Mississippi, who is rarely heard of except as a 
champion of poll taxes and other vestiges of a 
feudal South, says “we'll speak as long as we 
have to in order to prevent passage.” “We” 
means a small group of Southern Senators who 
have been successful in the last two Congresses 
in killing off anti-poll tax legislation after it had 
been passed by the House. 

It is a form of dramatic irony that the un- 
democratic poll tax continues to live by virtue 
of the un-democratic method of preventing a 
vote. What a spectacle it is for the “greatest 
deliberative body in the world” to permit a small 
group of Southern Bourbons to tie it up in a 
knot on this question! Bilbo and his confeder- 
ates, of course, would stoop to any shabby device 
to stop a fair settlement of the issue. 

Only seven Southern states have poll tax laws. 
Tennessee in 1943 attempted to abolish the tax 
by passing a law which was signed by the Gov- 
ernor, but the State Supreme Court knocked it 
out. Another attempt this year failed because 
it was contended that it would meet the same 
fate in court. At the insistence of Gov. Arnall, 
Georgia this year repealed its poll tax law, and 
there are movements in other states to the 
same effect. 

It would be fine if these other states should 
follow Georgia’s example, and Representative 
Sumners of Texas, in opposing Federal legisla- 
tion, pleads for time. The argument would be 
more impressive if so much time has not already 
elapsed. A Southern supporter of the bill, Rep- 
resentative Patrick of Alabama, says Southern 
voters are more progressive than officeholders: 
“They want to see the tax done away with.” One 
of the reasons for this is that many Southern 
officeholders are the direct beneficiaries of a 
system which operates to disfranchise many 
thousands of voters, both white and Negro. 

Anyway, is the Senate this time going to let 
the Bilboites have their way or will it recall 
the fact that it has a cloture rule? 
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Stacked Court for Wickard 


It is no great surprise that the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee, in spite of an adverse parade of 
witnesses from electricity co-operatives climaxed 
by former REA Administrator Harry Slattery, 
has delivered Claude Wickard to the Senate on 
a whitewash brush. That conclusion became ob- 
vious from the way a number of the members— 
some of them committed in advance—handled 
the witnesses, some of them resorting to the 
shabby police-court tactics of browbeating and 
shutting off damaging statements. 

Apparently Wickard showed nothing to dis- 
credit the accusations against him or to invali- 
date the scathing Senate committee report last 
year, which very recently led the Senate to vote 
REA out of his Department of Agriculture. On 
that kind of record, the whole Senate cannot ap- 
prove the appointment without debasing itself.

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Lapse in the Senate 
The Senate’s passage of the fantastic Wherry- 
Shipstead farm-profit amendment to the exten- 
sion price control bill shows that even delib- 


erative bodies sometimes abdicate reason for an ° 


insensate fling at whatever bone may be in sight. 
We like to think, as Senator Lucas admitted for 
himself, that the Senators somehow did not 
know what they were voting on—a view which 
is supported by their having a little earlier set 
aside the somewhat less objectionable Thomas 
amendment. 

The amendment requires price ceilings high 
enough to recover “all overhead expenses, a re- 
turn on capital and an allowance for the labor 
of the producer and his family.” By any rea- 
sonable construction, that would require a pub- 
lic-utility valuation of every farm and a ruling 
on what constitutes reasonable return for labor 
and capital. It would also seem to require indi- 
vidual attempts to allocate common farm over- 
head between production, which might properly 
be counted in, and the farmer’s living, which 
should not because cost of living is not allowed 
as an expense item to other kinds of enterprise. 

It amounts, in short, to an invitation to farm- 
ers and farm organizations to go to court for 
valuations and accounting determinations. Fed- 
eral Judges may well shudder at that prospect. 
So may the American people, for it would tie 
up OPA’s farm-product price determinations in 
litigation and uncertainty. By every evidence, 
it is an oblique method to get inflationary high- 
er prices. Even two nafional farm organizations 
—the Farm Bureau Federation and the Farm- 
ers’ Union—promptly denounced it as inflation- 
ary and unworkable. 

The House, says Senator Wagner, will correct 
the Senate’s lapse. It should, and the Senate 
should gratefully accept the correction. 
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Mr. Welles’s Proposals 


The resignation of poor old Bonomi as Pre- 
mier of Italy makes it urgently necessary for 
the various factions in Italy to agree on the com- 
position of a new Government—a question which 
has been debated vainly for months. If the re- 
sult of Crown Prince Umberto’s consultations 
with party leaders results in merely another 
shabby compromise. the reasons are transparent 
enough. 

British interference in Italian politics has had 
the effect of preserving the hated House of Sa- 
voy, at least in a titular sense, and in suppress- 
ing or handicapping the strong anti-Fascist 
forces which naturally expected to emerge to 
leadership. These forces do not like to accept 
what really is a paper authority, since whoever 
takes office is guided on puppet strings from 
Whitehall. 

Sumner Welles, in a recent article, complained 
bitterly about the United States’ attitude toward 
Italy. He urged a radically revised policy, whose 
first point was that “‘we should stop serving in 
Italy as the acquiescent tail of the British kite.” 
Some of Welles’s other suggestions are sum- 
marized as follows: 

Italy’s frontiers should be promptly and justly 
fixed, and the Italian people should be informed 
of them; the U. S. should take every appropriate 
measure to strengthen the liberal and democratic 
elements in Italy; we should expedite evacua- 
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tion of forces of occupation so an election can 
be held; Italy’s shipping shortage should be al- 
leviated; Italy’s desperate need of coal for its 
industries should be met and the food shortage 
remedied. 

The failure of Allied policy in Italy has long 
been apparent, and it is one of Mr. Churchill's 
worst blunders. 


An Internal Tariff Upheld 


The Supreme Court decision in the Oklahoma 
case that a state may burden “foreign” insur- 
ance companies with taxes not levied on “home” 
companies may make legal sense. Seven other 
Justices concurring and only one dissenting, Mr. 
Justice Douglas cites precedent for it. But it is 
bad public policy, and it can only undo much 
of the good promised by the court’s earlier rul- 
ing that insurance is commerce. 

Discriminatory insurance taxes restrain inter 
state commerce just 4s surely as tricky regula- 
tions do the use of interstate highways. The 
decision invites further protective tariffs within 
a country which owes its prosperity in great part 
to the wideness and variety of its free-trade 
area. In consequence, Missouri will probably 
restore its own discriminatory tax which was 
corrected only a few weeks ago in anticipation 
of an opposite Supreme Court verdict. When 
some states adopt protectionism, the others are 
almost forced to do so to give their home indus- 
tries a decent chance to survive. 

The logical extreme of such restraints is bar- 
riers high enough to exclude all outside busi- 
ness. Long before that point is reached, pro- 
tected corporations are tempted to raise their 
prices—and sometimes succumb to temptation. 
That is bad for trade—bad, in the long run, for 
profits. It is high time, therefore, since the Su- 
preme Court gannot see its way clear to destroy 
even some of the grosser barriers, that Con- 
gress and the people take a hand, even if it 
takes a constitutional amendment. | 

Meanwhile, the only amelioration is by recip- 
rocal trade agreement, covenants among the 
states not to discriminate against one another's 
enterprises. That has worked fairly well with the 
motor vehicle registrations of interstate tour- 
ists. It can hardly be so successful in com- 
merce, against pressure of businesses conducted 
for profit. But such mutual forbearance, until 
the law moves in, is the most effective weapon 
we have against the forces which work to make 
the country the economic Balkan States of 
America that it was before 1789.

Ganging Up on the Japs 

Adding insult to Japanese injury, a company 
of Marines under command of a North Carolinian 
has run up the Stars and Bars over Shuri, an- 
cient and bitterly contested fortress in the center 
of the Okinawa line, not too far south of Tokyo. 
The same flag was raised over Peleliu in the 
fierce campaign for the Palau island group last 
September. Another banner—the Lone Star of 
Texas—from time to time has made a victorious 
appearance on European and Pacific battlefields 
as a supplement to the Stars and Stripes. 

All this must be disconcerting to Japanese 
leaders. They must face the Mikado these days 
with reports that not only the Yanks, the British, 
Dutch and others of the United Nations are all 
out after the imperial hide, but have been re- 
inforced by more fighting sons-of-guns — the 
Rebels from Dixie and those sure-shootin’ cow- 
boys who think the Big Three joined up with the 
Republic of Texas in this war just to be on the 
winning side. 
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Penny-Wise for State Development 

If the main purpose of the State Department 
of Resources and Development were to advertise 
Missouri, the Senate majority who have pared 
its appropriation request beyond the bone would 
have a good reason. A modest amount of well- 
conceived publicity can attract tourists, but the 
extravagant budgets of some states for wooing 
industry are largely wasted. Industry prospects 
do not respond to slick-paper exhortations. They 
want cold facts. 

Providing such facts—on water, labor, fuel and 
raw materials supply, for example, and local tax 
rates, and the greatest variety of other questions 
—is one of the department’s main functions. It 
is the kind of job, for Missouri in general and 
the small towns and rural territory in particular, 
which chambers of commerce do for St. Louis 
and Kansas City. For their fact-providing alone, 
many states-have counted their development de- 
partments great bargains with far greater ap- 
propriations than have been proposed in Mis- 
souri. 

The department has provided industrial facts 
and is currently negotiating with several indus- 
trial prospects. In the experimental air park at 
Eldon, it has given the State leadership in one 
promising phase of aviation activity. An agency 
which can show that kind of initiative in so 
short a time under handicaps of its extreme 
youth, small budget and wartime difficulties in 
getting competent employes, should be given a 
chance to show more. The Senate’s act is 
penny-wise, and it should be modified. 
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Merit Mixture 

The State Senate’s amendment to divide jobs 
in Missouri eleemosynary institutions, which are 
under a merit system, as nearly as possible be- 
tween Democrats and Republicans is an attempt 
to dissolve oil in water. To score the point, 
one need only finish the proponents’ thought: 
deserving Republicans and Democrats. 

To be sure, there are precedents. Excepting 
a few such agencies as TVA which are allowed 
to follow good business standards in hiring, the 
Federal civil seryice provides ample precedents. 
Political tests are not allowed, but most jobs 
in Washington old-line agencies, except during 
the war, fall under strict quotas established by 
states. Veterans are given 5 or 10 extra points 
on civil service examinations, and disabled vet- 
erans who can make a minimum passing grade 
are put ahead of all non-veterans on most eligible 
lists. Such mixtures do not work well; they are 
one of the worst faults in the Federal service. 

Missouri should let partisan pie-dividing alone. 
The State Senate should have let it alone. It 
happens, beside being a bad business in its own 
right, to be squarely against the new Constitu- 
tion which Missourians adopted so overwhelm- 
ingly and which members of the Legislature 
are sworn to uphold. : 
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“’M BACK AGAIN!” 


The Facts of Life About Money 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


People’s confusion on workings of currency system causes many of 
world’s troubles, British writer feels; public’s ignorance of the na- 
ture of money transfers between nations may lead to bad decisions 
in reparations problems; they should be taught the facts, he says. 


Sir Norman Angell in This Month 


The linchpin of our civilization is the de- 
vice of money. Our complicated way of 
life would be impossible if the farmer had 
to offer the dentist a span of mules for a 
job of tooth-pulling. 


Yet this ancient device of money keeps 
getting out of hand. After the last war, 
the life of Central and Eastern Europe was 
thrown into complete chaos by its collapse. 


The same thing is happening during this 
war in a dozen countries in Europe. “In- 
flation” is a word of terror, bringing pic- 
tures of famine and hopelessness. 


When we so mismanage money that what 
it will buy greatly declines, it means that 
our wages or salaries or incomes have been 
halved or divided by ten or a hundred; that 
the savings we have set aside for sickness 
or old age have become all but worthless. 
Yet the opposite thing — deflation — may 
mean the ruin of the farmer or manufac- 
turer. 


The Voter Needs Wisdom 


Time was when we had what might be 
called the automatic management of money: 
money meant gold or silver. Paper money 
meant that that bit of paper could on your 
demand be turned into a given quantity of 
gold. Thus “run-away inflation” wags pre- 
vented. 


But our paper money today cannot at will 
be converted into gold. Governments all 
over the world have been driven to print 
money—in some cases so much of it that 
the money income which meant comfort 10 
years ago may today mean starvation. 


Whether the measures which govern- 
ments are taking to forestall a repetition of 
past monetary disasters are effective will 
depend upon whether the public is wise 
enough to support sound policies and re- 
sist bad. Yet the voters, the public, have 
the last word and will settle it. 

The voter sometimes settles it without 
knowing even that he is doing so. After 
the last war there was a very clamant de- 
mand in France and Britain that Germany 
pay vast reparations, but in money, not 
goods, 

It was all but impossible to get the aver- 
age voter to understand that if he wanted 
to get considerable reparations, the problem 
was finding out what goods could be re- 
ceived without danger to the countries con- 
cerned. 


Why We Couldn’t Collect 


The point should not have been very dif- 
ficult to grasp. We knew about how much 
gold Germany had—about 1 per cent of 
what the Allies were claiming. The remain- 
ing 99 per cent would necessarily be Ger- 
man paper money, which the butcher and 
the baker in Britain would not take. 


The one place in the world where they 
could be exchanged for goods was Germany, 
but she was not to increase her exports! 


At a later stage of the postwar period, 
Americans insisted Britain should pay her 
debt to America at the very moment Amer- 
ica was raising the tariff to keep out Brit- 
ish goods. 

When a certain Senator proclaimed that 
America would make the British pay, a 
heckler asked if he intended to accept Brit- 
ish goods, “No,” said the Senator. “We 
don’t want their goods; we don’t want their 
gold. We want their money.” 


These confusions contributed enormously 
to produce economic and monetary chaos, 


the depression, the bank failures, the mis- 


erles of unemployment, and, in Germany, 


to the coming of Hitler. 


One contributory cause to the collapse 
of Western civilization was the failure of 
the great mass of the people in the West 
to understand a point in monetary eco- 
nomics that could have been made clear to 
an intelligent adolescent in half an hour. 


But why should we expect anything else 
but ignorance almost of the flat-earth or- 
der in this matter? The education received 
by the vast majority of our people in the 
United States or Britain or Canada simply 
does not attempt to explain anything what- 
soever about the nature of money. 


About the most indispensable, powerful 
and frequently used of all the devices of 
our daily lives—the money in our pockets 
and in our banks—we are, broadly speak- 
ing, taught nothing whatsoever. 


The few basic truths about money are 
not truths to be derived from the evidence 
of the senses, which senses prompt the con- 
viction that the earth is flat. 


“Common sense” would seem to teach 
that, since the man with plenty of money 
is well-to-do, if we all had more money we 
should all be better off. But that does not 
happen to be the truth. 


Ignorance Is No Plea 


But why can’t we teach economics in the 
same way that we should go about teach- 
ing, for example, an intelligent Zulu who 
had never seen a deck of cards how to play 
bridge? In other words, why not have a 
game of banking which would illustrate the 
processes of money just as the transfer of 
cards illustrates the processes of bridge? 
This writer, by way of showing that the 
thing is at least a possibility, has himself 
invented a-series of card games which at- 
tempt to do that very thing. 


The fact that formal education has so 
signally failed to render elementary eco- 
nomic knowledge a commonplace is proof 
that we need new tools, need to be inge- 
nious in discovering new methods of ex- 
planation. In the interest of a very vital 
understanding, someone should set about 
removing the defects and improving this 
particular instrument. 

We must either make the better under- 
standing of money possible to the millions 
turned out by our schools, or leave those 
millions in dangerous ignorance of issues 
upon which they pronounce the final ver- 
dict. 

Such ignorance means leaving them un- 
able to direct competently that very vulner- 
able society of which, as citizens, they are 
part and, as voters, the managers and mas- 
ters, 


WAR MATERIAL FOR THE FARM

It won’t be necessary to junk the Army’s 
flame throwers after the war. American 
farmers already have their eyes on them, 
figuring how useful they'd be as crop dust- 
ers. Half-tracks are looked upon by the 
farmers as potential lime-spreaders, and 
steel landing nets, they reckon, would be 
right handy for soil-conservation projects. 

There's a moral, too, in this attitude of 
the farmer on utilizing war goods. If all 
the war equipment and all the energy un- 
leashed for the war effort can be turned 
to civilian needs, then the world will be 
so well off that keeping the neace will be 
comparatively easv. 


Unbiased Book on Soviet Union 


And Daily Life of Its Citizens 


“These Are the Russians,’’ by Richard E. Lauterbach, 
(Marper & Bros., New York.) 


As the books on Russia roll off the press 
and as readers try to decide whether the 
authors are anti- or pro-Russian, everyone 
should be quite well satisfied with Mr. Lau- 
terbach’s volume, for he has given an un- 
biased presentation. He traveled in Russia 
in 1935, and again in 1943-44, this time as 
Moscow correspondent for Time and Life. 

The author's descriptions of Russia and 
the Russiang range from the worker to the 
General, hospital to art gallery, wasted Sta- 
lingrad to drinking bouts, poverty and eco- 
nomic progress. While writing these de 
scriptions, he makes some good points. 

Telling of Russians dancing, he discusses 
the seldom understood group-individual idea 
among them. He had seen Russians trying 
the fox-trot in 1935; all danced exactly the 
same way. Here, then, were the Russians 
pictured by too many Americans ag ro- 
bots. But on this trip, he saw the fox- 
trot again, and noticed that a!l danced it 
differently. It was explained to him by a 
Russian—first the group basis and then in- 
dividuality,

Lauterbach’'s descriptions of the Russian 
hardships are not so forceful or so ap- 
palling as those of Maurice Hindus in his 
recent articles in the Post-Dispatch. Changes 
came to Russia just before and during this 
war. Lauterbach says: 

“Most of the changes made during the 
war had their start in pre-war years. But 
the conflict has accelerated them: restric- 
tions on divorce and birth control; new 
stress on the family as a nucleus of Soviet 
life; the trend toward individual home own- 
ership; fostering of Russian nationalism ..s 
the rekindling of pan-Slavism as a bulwark 
against future German aggression, and the 
strengthening of the position and function 
of the Orthodox church. But one thing has 
not and is not to change: the basis of the 
Soviet economic system is still the teach- 
ings of Marx and Lenin; and Russians, es- 
pecially the Communists, still believe this 
system is better than any other.” 

In the last chapter, Lauterbach tells what 
the Russians believe about their future. It 
simmers down to the hope that never again 
will the world attempt to isolate them,

An Explanation of Surrealist Art 
“Abstract and Surrealist Art in Ameriea,”’ by 6id- 
mney Janis. (Reynal & Hitchcock, New York.) 


Modern art arrived in America 30 years 
ago in the famous “Armory Show” in New 
York. Since then, a great many of our 
artists have followed its various branches, 
or “isms,” and a great many people have 
been in a state of rage or confusion over 
the movement. 

In order to bring some understanding, 
possibly appreciation, of what it is all 
about, Sidney Janis has compiled a guide 
book which surveys two of the more ex- 
treme branches of modernism, abstract and 
surrealist painting. The author for the 
last 10 years has been a member of the 
Museum of Modern Art’s advisory com- 
mittee and is a specialist in modern art. 

Starting with the sources in twentieth 
century European painting, Mr. Janis re 
views the historical and esthetic continuity 
of the art of our time, Next he records 
the work of American pioneers in twen- 
tieth century painting, then American ab- 
stract and surrealist painters, and finally, 
American paintings by artists in exile. 

In much less time than the 30 years 
since the “Armory Show” the American 
people have taken to radar, B-1, B-29s and 
jive, yet many spiritedly resent modern 
painting.

What Ground for Defense? . 


If we can prove that Germany’s 
war was aggressive—and there is 
no doubt that we can—on what 
ground can a top Nazi claim that 
he should not be condemned for 
the crime of committing aggres- 
sive war? Not on the ground that 
aggressive war was not recog- 
nized as an international crime: 
Germany herself recognized it as 
being an international crime. 


He can perhaps argue that since 
no specific penalty was ever set 
for this crime, he cannot be pun- 
ished for it. That might be an in- 
teresting defense if in committing 
the crime of aggressive war, the 
Nazis had not also committed and 
prompted a whole catalogue of 
other crimes which, as Mr. Justice 
Jackson puts it, “have been re- 


of Cain and have been so written 
in every civilized code.” 

For these crimes, which are in- 
separable from the whole Nazi 
criminal conspiracy, there is un- 
der the laws of war ample legal 
ground to hang the top Nazis 


several times over. 


Act of Statesmanship. 


The decision to try the top Nazis 
for their greatest crime, as well 
as for their accessory crimes, is an 
act of high statesmanship. It 
would no doubt have been easier 
just to make a list of the war 
criminals, and shoot them as soon 
as they were arrested and identi- 
fied. The decision to undertake 
the responsibility of proving their 
crimes, and within limits to give 
them a hearing, could open the 
way to obstruction which would 
cheat justice. The members of the 
international military tribunal and 
the prosecutors have, therefore, a 
great moral responsibility not to 
let the process become a mockery. 

But if they do their duty, as Mr. 
Justice Jackson has defined it, 
they can make an epochal contri- 
bution to reinforcing the moral 
foundations of international so- 
ciety.

Bombing was to do the job 
against the Nazis.

Eisenhower’s Prediction. 


D-Day came and the gruelling 
battle for Normandy. Gen. Eisen- 
hower predicted the war in Eu- 
rope would end in 1944. He 
thought, as he has often said pri- 
vately, that the Germans would 
be governed by reason. The Ger- 
man General Staff, knowing de- 
feat was inevitable, tried in vain 
to assassinate Hitler and end the 
war. But the fanatics won out 
and the war continued. 

Now the tonnage of bombs be- 
ing dropped on Japan is. mount- 
ing rapidly. It will increase at a 
fantastic rate until the volume 
falling on those narrow little is- 
lands far exceeds anything un- 
loosed over Germany. 

Nor are the Japs prepared, even 
to the extent the Germans were, 
to take this punishment. Intelli- 
gence reports indicate that only 
a negligible part of their indus- 
try has been put under ground. 

The destruction in Japan and in 
the industrial areas of the neigh- 
boring empire will far exceed the 
devastation wrought in Germany. 
If Germany is finished as a mod- 
ern nation—that is what Gen. Ei- 
senhower said in an interview last 
week — then certainly Japan's 
doom is at hand. 

But will the Nips crack under 
this mounting threat? Gen. Jo-

East, says no. In an interview 
on Okinawa, he said the United 
States would need an invasion 
force of 500,000 men and that the 
war against Japan would last at 
least two years more. 

Moreover, he went on to say 
that, even after the fall of Tokyo, 
it may be necessary to fight a 
long war against the Japs in Man- 
churia and China, This last is, 
to put it mildly, a grim prospect. 
To move into the interior of China 
and Manchuria would mean a war 
in terms not of years, but of dec- 
ades. It would mean a prolonged 
drain on our manpower and our 
resources that might well become 
intolerable. 

Our military and diplomatic ex- 
perts have been wrong more often 
than right on the Pacific war. 


Mr. Matthews’s Views. 


They can be wrong again, An 
unofficial expert who has been 
right about a great many things 
during the past six years predicts 
that the Japs will give up this 
year. In a recent series of ar- 
ticles, William R. Mathews, editor 
of the Arizona Daily Star, ana- 
lyzes the differences between Ger- 
many and Japan and comes out 
with some interesting conclusions, 

Mathews points out that Hitler 
was a revolutionary dictator with 
all the fanatical zeal of a revolu- 
tionary behind him, In contrast, 
Japan is governed by a multiple 
autocracy. 

“The Japanese autocracy is a 
committee,” Mathews wrote. “It 
has the will of a committee, not 
of a single man. The members 
of a committee, in order to make 
the committee function, must con- 
stantly compromise with one an- 
other. Compromise in war too 
often implies wrong decisions—or 
delayed decisions.” .

When he lIost his title to 
Adolph Wolgast, Feb. 22, 1910, 
at Point Richmond, C@f., the 
record shéws he was knocked 
out in Round 40... But asa 
matter of fact, he was standing 
uprizht and Wolgast was un- 
able to put him on the floor. 
Referee Eddie Smith stopped 
the fight to save a possible 
tragedy, for Bat was helpless, 
bat unbowed.

Nelson's 
manager, Nolan, said there was 
so much at stake ($34,000) that 
he couldn't afford to have Gans 
flunk out at the last minute. 

He therefore insisted that 
from time to time Gans weigh 
in under ringside conditions— 
but compelled him also to weigh 


in complete fighting equipment, 
shoes, trunks, gloves, etc., which

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meant that Gans would have to 
take off maybe two pounds be- 
low stripped weight! 

Gans stood up under this pun- 
ishment and, as the world 
knows won on a foul in Round 
42, after Nelson had been warned 
several times by Referee George 
Siler.

BALTIMORE, June 14 (AP)— 
The probable field for Saturday's 
Preakness dropped to nine today 
when the E. R. Bradley entry was 
counted out and William Helis 
sprang a Johnny-come-lately sur- 
prise by shipping Adonis to Pim- 
lico for the biggest stake day in 
American racing. 

Bradley's trainer, J. W. Smith 
said Burning Dream had suffered 
some bad cuts on the leg in the 
Kentucky Derby and that al- 
though they were not serious, the 
wounds had taken longer than 
expected to heal. The other half 
of the entry, Bail Bond, is not 
ready to go the Preakness dis- 
tance of a mile and three-six- 
teenths, Smith said. 

Helis said Adonis definitely was 
sent to Pimlico for the Preakness, 
which is expected to draw a 
crowd of around 50,000. The purse 
jackpot for the eight-race card, 
on which Kentucky Derby win- 
ner Hoop Jr., is the top attrac- 
tion, already totals more than 
$150,000. 

Scramble for Jockeys. 

Meanwhile, several owners with 

no jockeys were involved in some- 
what of a scramble because of 
the unwillingness of riders to 
commit themselves until they 
were certain there was no chance 
to ride the Hoop. The matter 
was expected to be cleared during 
the day, however, for F. W. 
Hooper announced last night that 
Albert Snider of Calgary, Alta., 
would ride the Derby winner in 
the Preakness. Hooper’s trainer, 
Ivan Parke, said today he still 
had not been notified definitely 
that Snyder would ride. 
’ Nomination fees already have 
boosted the gross value of the

Right now, the early Preakness 
odds favor F. W. Hooper’s Hoop 
Jr., at 3 to 2, followed by last 
year’s juvenile champion, Walter 
M. Jefford’s Pavot, unbeaten in 
eight 1944 starts, 3 to 1.

Mrs. P. A. B. Widener’s Poly- 
nesian which trimmed Pavot in a 
close finish in the Withers at 
Belmont last week, 6-1; Mrs. W. 
G. Lewis’ Darby Dieppe, third in 
the Derby, 8-1; Pentagon Stable’s 
The Doge, 12-1; Christiana Stable’s 
Alexis, 15-1; C. S. Howard's Sea 
Swallow, 21-1; and Bobanet, from 
Bobanet Stables, 25-1. 

Will Have Real Value. 

Four of the probable field were 
original entries—Pavot, Bail Bond, 
Burning Dream and Alexis.

Arab Lea rue is made up of Egypt, 
Syria, Lebanon, Iraq, Transjordan, 
Yemen and Saudi Arabia. They 
hare a total area of more than 
1,000,000 square miles, with a pop- 
ulation total of 33,000,000. 

Among the members 
Arab League, Egypt, Iraq 
Transjordan are, to a certain ex- 
tent, still subject to British influ- 


ence. Syria and Lebanon are in 
the throes of a conflict with 
France. Yemen is a_ sovereign 
*state, but is small and is geo- 
graphically remote from the ma- 
jor centers of Arab life. Saudi 
Arabia, however, is a highly im- 
portant political and economic 
unit and enjoys unrestricted sov- 
ereignty. Besides, its colorful rul- 
er, King Ibn Saud, derives tre- 
mendous prestige in the Arab 
world from his domination of 
Mecca and Medina, Islam's famed 
holy cities. 


League’s Objectives. 


Full independence for its mem- 
bers is the Arab League’s fore- 
most political demand, and indus- 
trialization of their lands is the 
League’s outstanding economic 
project. One of the principal rea- 
sons for the poverty and bitter- 
ness that prevail in the huge Arab 
regions is the persistent effort 
of Europe’s colonial powers to pre- 
vent the Arab countries from 
creating modern industries. Na- 
tive industries would interfere 
with the monopolistic exploitation 
of the gigantic native market by 
the highly industrialized powers 
of the West.

Besides, the Arabs would prob- 
ably surprise the West by their 
ingenuity.

The invention of some of our 
finest textiles can be traced 
straight back to medieval Arabia. 
Our muslin, for example, owes its 
name to Mosul, an important city 
in Iraq, while damask came to 
the West from Damascus, as did 
the once famous Damascus steel. 


The Arabs invented celestial 
navigation, which still is a “must” 
in the curriculum of our Naval 
Academy. They invented the mari- 
ner’s compass, practically created 
the science of trigonometry, gave 
us the nucleus of our knowledge 
of medicine, surgery, chemistry, 
physics, algebra, astronomy. Three 
hundred years befcre Columbus, 
the Arabs knew that the earth 
was a sphere, 


Pioneer Farmers: 


In the field of agriculture also, 
the Arabs were pioneers, They 
brought to Spain, which they con- 
quered in the early eighth century 
apricots, bananas, melons, pome- 
granates, oranges, lemons, aspara- 
gus and spinach. They developed

Morally, the United 
States has long enjoyed unique 
prestige among the Arabs, who re- 
gard us as the only Western pow- 
er free from the taint of im- 
perialism. 

If used wisely, this economic 
and moral influence can become 
a major element in preventing an- 
other world conflagration, which 
otherwise might easily flare up 
inside the Arab world. 


To appreciate the full signifi- 
cance of America’s future role in

Out in the Garden 


HERE’S ae great deal of 

ground in and around St. 

Louis that should still be put 
into food production, mainly to- 
mato production. As the rains 
have poured down in the past 
few weeks, they have dampened 
gardening enthusiasm as well as 
the soil. “Seems like the sky 
breaks loose every time I get out 
the spade,” is the reason many 
of the backyard farmers haven't 
yet set out tomatoes. And out in 
the country, the produce growers 
are in the same fix. 

But let’s not talk about the 
weather, let’s accentuate the posi- 
tive. Do you realize that many 
successful commercial growers 
hereabouts always consider June 
12 to the end of the month, the 
time to start their fields with 
tomatoes—from seed? Of course, 
if you still find the plants you 
will have a good start, but we 
can do our share and be sure 
we get our share by planting to- 
mato seeds just as soon as the 
soil is workable. 


Some experts advise planting 
tomato “quickies” at this time. 
Bounty, Earliana and Victor head 
their lists. In our climate, I’m 
a little skeptical about those 
three, for they were specially de- 
veloped for the ‘short season 
northern states. They are fast 
but they don’t promise hardiness 
or big harvest in Missouri. Break 
o’ Day, now that’s a “quickie” 
with a different’ story. It cer- 
tainly is good here: Believe it 
or not, Break o! Day seems to 
take to our Missouri summers. 
While you would have to wait a 
few days longer for pickings 
from Stokesdale, Marglobe or 


Rutgers, their extra hardiness 
makes any of them good seed se- 
lections, too. 

Go down to the seed store and 
get yourself a package of any of 
the varieties I have suggested. I 
would suggest asking the sales- 
man what he considers his best 
strain of any of these certified 
varieties. That a wise making of 
your choice. Ask, too, if the seed 
has been treated. If it hasn't, 
spend ten cents on a package of 
seed disinfectant for cheap, easy, 
insurance for healthy germina- 
tion. 


It is amazing how fast toma- 
toes grow from seeds when the 
weather is warm enough to satisfy 
their tropical taste. Also you will 
have good proof that transplant- 
ing ‘of tomato plants, even under 
the best of circumstances, always 
causes some set-back. Usually all 
the seeds will germinate. When 
they are about five inches high, 
you will have to be hard-hearted 


'and carefully pull out all but the 


hardiest one in each spacing. Then 
watch it grow for you! 

From now on, tactics are the 
same as for any tomato plantings. 
A boost to quick growing will be 
to figure on giving the plants a 
side dressing of liquid fertilizer 
when they are about three weeks 
old. Remember, they’re youngsters 
and too much is as bad as none 
at all. Figure on not more than 
a half-teaspoonful of Victory Gar- 
den Fertilizer in a measuring cup 
of water for each little plant. For 
plants more than 12 inches high, 
a teaspoonful to a cup of water, 
makes a fine meal, that keeps the 
plants growing at a lively rate.

CERTAIN COUNTRIES skipped 
a generation after the last war, 
and I think they suffered as a 
result. Now many countries are 
in danger, and we, too, are not ex- 
empt from the danger of losing a 
whole generation of scientists and 
able men in many fields because 
they have been inducted or have 
volunteered for service in the 
armed forces. 

Consideration of the McDon- 
ough bill leads us quite naturally, 
I think, to the consideration of 
how we shall best give our coun- 
try security in future years. I 
read two articles in the last few 
days—one by Max Lerner and one 
by Josephus Daniels — opposing 
compulsory military service. For 
months past, on the other hand, 
advocates of compulsory military 
service have sent me books and 
pamphlets showing the need for 
keeping our country strong by giv- 
ing our young men military train- 
ing: I am convinced that our 
country will be stronger if we give 
not only our young men, but also 
our young women, training. I am 
not convinced, however, that this 
training has to be exclusively for 
the Army, or exclusively military 
training.

WE ARE TRYING to build an 
organization where the peoples of 
the world will meet together, and 
we hope that our young people 
will work and build for peace. We 
know that this may not be com- 
pletely successful, that we may 
make mistakes, that we may still 
have wars. But we hope that we 
can limit these wars so they will 
not spread and wipe out our civi- 
lization. We hope that in time peo- 
ple may learn really to outlaw 
war. | 

But we are not yet ready to say 
that that can be done completely by 
an organization which we are only 
beginning to create and which we 
must learn to use. Our search,

OR two days Gen. Omar Nel- 
F iso: Bradley, back from the 

war, was a boy again in the 
old home town, and Mrs. Bradley 
was a girl again.

The bidding: 

North East South 
Pass Pass 2 no trump 
4notrump Pass 6no trump 
Pass Pass 

West opened the spade king. 
South pounced on the trick with 
scarcely a giance at the dummy 
and began to rattle off his top 
cards. First, of course, he cashed 
the four diamonds, no doubt hop 
ing that whichever defender had 
a stopper in spades or hearts 
would be persuaded to part with 
it. East, however, was not so ac- 
commodating. He held grimly to 
his four hearts and four clubs, 
discarding his last spade on the 
fourth diamond. Now declarer 
could cash the A-K-Q in hearts 
and clubs, but then he was 
through and, incidentally, down 
one. 

This deal is what experts call 
a type. It is literally impossible 
for hearts or clubs to produce 
four natural tricks... The only 
chance, then, is a squeeze play, 
and that depends entirely on 
conceding the first trick. Observe 
the effect of this concession. West 
can do no better than lead a sec- 
ond spade, which declarer wins. 
Now, when South cashes his four 
diamonds, East, who is unfortun- 
ate enough to have been dealt the 
only heart and club stoppers for 
his side, must abandon one suit, 
and thereupon declarer can easily 
cash in all four cards of the suit 
from which East has discarded.
